Summary of Betws from the Far Cust. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

By the Pacific mail we have advices from this port to the 10th 
March, and the present P. and O. mail brings dates one day later, 
viz. to the 11th March. No later mail from London had arrived 
out. The following items of news are from the Japan Mail :— 


On the 24th February a notice was published ordering all the 
old public notice boards to be taken down, and as this involved 
the removal of the edict against Christianity, we took occasion 
to draw special attention to the fact, and made some compliment- 
ary remarks upon the action of the Government, and the altered 
condition of its sentiments towards foreigners which this action 
seemed to indicate. It is also certain that intimation was given 
to various foroign officials that the removal of the old offensive 
edict was specially contemplated by the Government, which 
perhaps could not remove one only, but could, by removing all, 
rid itself of the offensive one. It now appears, however, from a 

ublic notice that the boards are said to have been removed 

because the people are fully acquainted with and know by 
heart the edicts they bore,” and that the old anti-christiau edict 
still stands on the Nihom-bashi, one of the most crowded spots 
of the capital. But this no more removes the edict against 
Christianity than those i murder, arson, robbery, &c., 
which are interdicted on board No. 1, and thus all our rejoicings 
are premature. 

r. De Long, the United States Minister to the Japanese 
Government, has been recalled, his term of office having expired. 
The customary form in which the notice of this fact was con- 
veyed to him by the State Department of Washington acknow- 
ledged with warmth the efficiency with which he had discharged 
the duties of his mission. 

During the past few days a case of assault by the Japanese 
police upon a foreigner has been made public. It seems that a 

entleman owning two ponies met them while walking near 
nten, each pony being in charge of a betto. Seeing something 
that called for his attention, he was examining one of the ponies, 
the animal being held by himself and the betto, when it suddenly 
rota ei from their hold, and finally ran into the yard belongin 
to the Lighthouse establishment, where it was caught and led 
back to the stable by the gentleman in question. During his 
absence a native policeman arrested the betto, and when the 
ntleman returned, and inquired the reason for this course 
Bein taken, the policeman released the betto and assaulted the 
gentleman violently. The man’s name and number were sub- 
uently taken, with a view to redress being obtained. 

e following information has been received by the Okurasho, 
relative to an eruption of the volcano called Asoyama, in the 
province of Higo :— 

On the 2nd December last a severe and prolonged shock of earth- 
quake was experienced in the vicinity of the mountain. At the same 
time quantities of sand and stone and volumes of smoke were ejected 
from the crater with loud reports resembling the discharges of artillery. 
Subsequently a large number of craters—the number is estimated at 
twenty—opened near the summit of the mountain, and ponderous 
stones were ejected from them in all directions. There are sulphur 
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mines situated on the mountain, and, unfortunately when the eruption 
occurred, many workmen sere engaged in them. Four of them “were 
killed, and a large number were wounded by 
eruption and the earthquake gradually subsided. zs 
On the 16th of December another eruption touk place, accompanied 
by an earthquake, and on this occasion boiling springs were opened in 
the mountain, volumes of water from which, highly charged with sul- 
phue, rnahed over the town of Kumamoto, into the Shirakawa river, 
which falls into the sea at wdictanra of thirty miles, dad kilked lang 
quantities of fish. Like the former eruption, this outbreak graduglly 
died away, and the mountain became quieseént ; but on the &th of 
January loud repgrta were heard proceeding from the mountain, like 


the rolling of thutdet, and on the evening of that day volumes of smoke |. 


and flame issued from the craters, and since that period the eruption 
has continued. The atmosphere is frequently obscured by the smoke 
and ashes, and a coating of ashes covers the country for seven or eight 
miles around. The growing crops of wheat and barley are destroyed. 

A society has been formed by the townsmen of Yedo for the 
relief of the indigent among their fellow citizens. A large build- 
ing has been set apart in the ground of Uyeno, in which more 
than three thousand beggars of all ages and both sexes are col- 
lected. As soon as their more pressing necessities have been 
relieved, they are decently clothed and rooms allotted to them. 
An examination takes place at frequent intervals for the purpose 
of ascertaining the working capabilities of the inmates of the 
asylum, and each is set to do the work for which he ee most 
fitted. Thus the women are obliged to sew, the children are 
taught some useful trade, and the men are sy ee in various 
ways of gaining a livelihood. Their labour is disposed of at one 
half of the ruling rates ; one-fifth of the product goes to defra 
working expenses, and the remaining four-fifths form a fund, 
their share of which the owners may claim upon leaving the 
establishment and setting up in business for themselves, In this 
way a great deal of good already been done ; so much go, 
that we learn that few beggars are now to be met with in the 
streets of Yedo. 

The vague and contradictory reports relative to the death of a 
Japanese boy at Hakodadi have been cleared up by the holding 
of an inquest. The following was the verdict returned :—“ That 
the deceased committed suicide by strangulation while in a state 
of frenzy caused by severities inflicted on him by Thomas 
Wright Blakiston, and the fear of future (further ?) punishment, 
combined with the circumstance of his being in a position sug- 

estive of committing such an act.” The Japanese authorities 
have entered an action for murder against Mr. Blakiston. 

Captain Garcia, the Peruvian Envoy, has had an audience of 
the Mikado. The Japanese Government has expressed its wil- 
lingness to make a treaty with Peru, but refuses to concede the 
point of extra-territorial jurisdiction, 

The Educational movement is making rapid strides in the 
north, a school having been opened in the Nee-e-gata ken, which 
is attended by no less than fifteen hundred pupils, 

The followix ragraphs are from the Jupan Gazette :— 

It is deagaed y the Government to hold a Universal Exhi- 
bition in Japan in four years from this time. As yet we are not 
elear whether it is to be in Kioto or Yedo, but we believe the 
latter. Commissioners have been appointed in connection with 
the Vienna Exhibition, whose special duty it is to study the 
exact way of carrying out such a scheme in the best manner pos- 
sible ; and the Government is quite prepared to make it a credit- 
able and thoroughly national and international affair. 

Among the Governmental changes—for such continue to be the 
order of the day—which are now in contemplation, is one of a 
very wholesale character, but which we may well sup moust 
be adopted for good reasons, arising from the working of the 
present system. It is the addition of Kens as now established, 
and the diviniot of the country into twelve provinces. 

It is rumoured that another libel suit is likely to be instituted 
against the editor of the Japun Mud. The ground of action will 
be certain remarks contained in an article on a missionary meet- 
ing, at which Mr. Goble was reported to have said he had con- 
verted the Mikado, 

The restrictions hitherto placed upon the export of saltpetre 
are withdrawn. 


NAGASAKI. 

We have advices to the 7th March; the P. and O. mail 
of Jan. 10 was received on the 2nd March. We extract the 
’ following from the Vagusaki Express :— 

Miyagawa dager pe the Governor of Nagasaki, will leave for 
Yedo by the Pacific mail steamer Oregonian on the 14th March ; 
Yokoyama will be acting Governor pro tem, during his absence, 
which will be about two months. The Governors of Hiogo, a, 
Satsuma, Chikuzen, Bungo, and Kokura are also called to the 
copies and will leave some time during this month. By all these 
nobles being summoned so hurriedly, it would lead us to suppose 
that matters of considerable importance are under discussion. 

The municipal authorities have commenced planting a line of 
fir trees along the Oura bund. These have been kindly presented 
by one of the residents, and they will, besides improving its ap- 
pearance, also afford some shelter to the police during the summer 
time. A similar experiment was tried some years ago, but nearly 
the whole of the trees died owing to the unfavourable nature of 
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the soil, it being nearly all sandstone or sand. The present inno- 
Sytion peepee might be attended with success if better earth 
werd, uced. 


About four hutidged licensed Jinrickishas, besides a nuniber 
of private ones, gw perdmbulate the native town and settle- 
ments. It is estimated that additions to the number of these 
carriages are made at the rate of about seventy-five per week. 
Netwaakstanding the police have orders to prevent them using 
patament, thay have already become very troublesome to 
4 owing to many of the streets in Nagasaki being mere 
alleys.

CHINA.

HANKOW. 

For the last five years Hankow has been subjected to severe 
inundations, and the Han river has done much damage to the 
houses built on piles which line its north bank. In: one place, 
last summer, several houses were swept away. Formerly the 
course of the Han was more direct than at present, but at one 
place a sand island has gradually risen up, and has given a curve 
to the course of the river which directs the whole force of the 
very swift summer current against the north bank. This island 
or sandbank is now being cut through, so as to make the river 
channel nearly straight, and save the north bank and the very 
valuable property there from being destroyed. The idea 
originated with the Chinese merchants of Hankow, who 
petitioned the Viceroy of Hukuang to allow some such works 
to be commenced. H.E. assented, and allowed his soldiers to 
perform the task. There are at present between 4,000 and 5,000 
men at work, and the channel, about half a mile in length, is 
nearly completed, one end alone being yet unexcavated. It is 
estimated the work will cost over Tls, 200,000, and the money is 
provided by a tax on house rent. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
March ; the French mail from London Jan. 17 arrived out on 
the 8th, and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 24 on the 13th 
March. The following items of news are from the North China 
Herald :— ree 

The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company was held on the 7th March. The accounts 
applied to the report (which was published in our last issue) 
showed a net profit of Tls. 172,665, after paying Tis. 270,000 as 
dividend as the rate of 12 per cent. on the capital, and making 
considerable repairs to the working steamers. This balance was 
transferred to insurance and depreciation fund, which now 
stands at Tls. 1,073,901. The purchase of some property adjoin- 
ing the company’s premises in Hongkew and m Namtao was 
approved. Messrs. F. B. Forbes (President), John Dent, F. H. 
Bell, F. D. Hitch, and W. J. Blydenburgh, were elected directors 
for the current year ; and certain alterations in the deed of set- 
tlement were ea 

We regret to learn that this Company’s steamer Avangloong 
is wrecked, on a sunken rock in the Pasiatae about a ile below 
Hen Point, and is likely to be a total loss) The Avangloong left 
Shanghai for Hankow on the 7th March, and at 7.30 a.m. on the 
9th struck on a ledge of rocks running north and south, about 
50 feet wide by 100 feet long, and some 350 to 400 yards from 
the shore. She commenced almost at once to fill with water, and 
settle down. The engineer, had time to blow off rteam and 
empty the boilers and shut the valves, so that the cuunces of 
recovery of the machinery are favourable. No lives were lost, 
the upper deck indeed being still out of water ; and the rs 
were transhipped as soon as practicable into jane to be landed at 
Nganking and there await the next upward boat. The steamer 
Tungting, which passed about five hours after the accident, took 
on board 300 bales of cotton, and 25 packages of opium and silk ; 
and efforts are Leing made to tranship the remainder of the 
cargo into junks, assistance for this purpose having been obtained

“ poor chance. The vessel seems to have struck on a pinnacle 
rock, about three-quarters of a mile froma ledge of rocks uff Hen 
Point--190 miles above Chinkiang.

The Grand Duke Alexis, together with Admiral Passeit and 
some members of his staff, arrived in Shanghai on the 13th of 
March. We understand that the Grand Di e, after a short stay 
here, intends visiting the River ports, and on his return from 
Hankow will proceed to Nagasaki, en route for the Amoor and 
St. Petersburg, viu Siberia. 

. Among the passengers by the outgoing mail is Mr. David Ma- 
clean, who has long and ably filled the post of manager, at 
Shanghai, of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. A deputa- 
tion of gentlemen tbs Paved the most influential houses in 
Shanghai waited on Mr. Maclean before his departure, to pre- 
sent him with an address, testifying to his care for commercial 
int erests, and expressing their personal regard for him and good 
wishes for his future happiness. 

We understand that several of the crew of the ship Airklind, 
which arrived on the 11th March, after a passage of 196 days 
from Sunderland, are badly down with scurvy. The crew only 
numbers thirteen hands, and six of these are confined to their 
beds; they have, of course, not been able to get proper 
attention at sea, and can hardly do so now they are in port. The 
case has, we hear, attracted the notice of the Consular authorities, 
and an inquiry is likely to be held. 

A parade was held on the 8th March of all branches of the 
volunteers. About 100 men turned out, and went through some 
skirmishing drill on the race course, and in the country at the 
back of the grand staud. We hear that the Artillery intend to 
make another trip to Woosung for shell practice. The success of 
their excursion last year will ensure a full attendance of members. 

The steamer 7 u, the first steamer of the season from Tien- 
tain, arrived on the 13th March. She reports that the Shanse 
was first up, arriving on the 7th. The ice in the river was thick 
but rotten. 

A Tientsin correspundent says the audience question dves not 
seem to be altogether settled yet, however well disposed the 
Liberal party may be to an intelligent acquiescence. It is ru- 
moured that the German Minister is taking the initiative in 

ressin g the;case, and that the British Representative is showing 
fis usual consideration for Chinese feelings. The Chinese still 
seem to take a sort of abstract interest in the road steamer, aud 
speculate dreamily on what it might do if the water would dis- 
appear, and roads and bridges were reconstructed sufticiently to 
enable it to run. Some people have an idea that Li thinks of 
buying it and running it to the coal mines. However, there has 
been no negotiation on the subject yet. The company have not 
offered the plant for sale, nor named any stated sum that would 
tempt them. I should think, however, they feel somewhat in 
the position of the historical individual with the white elephant. 
But who could foresee that Chihli was going under water for two 
or three years? A sudden access of cold weather had come on. 
The river, on the 20th ult., was covered with eleven inches of 
strong ice. 

. Mr. H. H. Warden and Mr. David King, junior, have retired 
from the firm of Russell and Co., and Mr. E. W. Stevens has 
been admitted a partner. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 20th March ; the outward French 
mail of Jan. 31 was received on the 13th, and the following P. 
and O, mail of Feb. 7 on the 17th March. The following items 
are from the Overland China Mail :— 

Japan seems as eager in the way of treaty-making asin most 
other ways indicative of movement or a Her negotiations 
with China have been somewhat curious, No sooner had the first 
treaty been concluded by Li Hung Chang with the Japanese 
Envoy, than, as we stated at the time, the protest of the foreign 
ministers in Japan on the offensive and defensive alliance article 
led to the despatch of a second embassy under Yanagiwara for 
the purpose of amending the objectionable clause. This envo 
remained for some time at Tientsin, and, as everyone believed, 
succeeded in satisfactorily adjusting all the matters under discus- 
sion. Ve now, however, learn by private, but reliable, informa- 
tion, that a third embaasy is shortly to visit China for the pur- 
pose of effecting further modifications in the text of the oe 
and, eventually, ratifying the twice-amended text. Considerable 
importance is evidently attached to this final mission by the Ja- 

ese Government, inasmuch as the present Minister of Foreign 
Affairs has been desiguated as Envoy, while General Le Gendre, 
late U. 8. Consul at Amoy, will, we understand, act as Secretary. 
The date fixed for the arrival of the embassy at Shanghai is about 
the middle of this month, 
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H.E. Sir Arthur Kennedy, with Vice-Admiral Shadwell and 
Commodore Shortt, has visited Canton in the Sudumis. The Zron 
Duke and Opossum proceeded to Whaipoa, the former to lie up 
in fresh water and the latter to act as tender. H.E. received a 
visit from the Viceroy during hia stay at Canton. The Royal 
Humane Society’s medal hina Deen conferred upon Alfred Free- 
man, a seaman on board the /ron Duke, for an act of gallantry 
in saving the life of a shipmate at Amoy in April last year. 
Admiral Shadwell handed him the medal in presence of the crew, 
and expressed the pleasure it gave him to do so. 

Several changes in the Customs service are in contemplation. 
Mr. R. W. Halket goes to Foochow, in place of Mr. G. H. Noetzli, 
who is sent to Hankow. Mr. J. Smith takes Mr. H. O. Brown's 

lace as deputy commissioner at Canton. Mr. R.M. Hobson has 
n_appointed to Chefoo, for which place he has already left. 
Mr. Hobson, who arrived by last mail, goes to Tamsui as commis- 
sioner ; Mr. Courteau is transferred from Takao to Keelung ; 
Mr. Hough vacates Keelung on leave of absence ; and Mr. Des- 
champs will be transferred from Tamsui to some northern port as 
commissioner. Two juniors are expected at Canton to take the 
eg of Messrs. Hobson and Hippesley. We have just learned, 
y the way, that the commissionership of Canton is not yet de- 
cided on ; and that Messrs. Macpherson, Hart, and other gentle- 
men are still spoken of as likely occupants of the post. 

We hear upon authority, which we have reason to believe 
reliable, that there is a probability of Mr. J. McLeavy Brown 
(who it may be remembered recently went home for the purpose, 
it was said, of making arrangements for inaugurating a railway 
from Tientsin) accepting office. under the Chinese (tovernment as 
adviser to the Tsung-li-Yamen. It is considered that the rail- 
way scheme will prove abortive. It is by no means unlikely 
that the Chinese Government contemplates such an appointment, 
as Mr. Hart has long been virtually in that position, and the 
time has probably come when it may appear convenient to sepa- 
rate the office from that of the Inspector-General of Customs. 

The case of Overbury v. Belle was heard in the Supreme Court 
on the 17th of March. The action was for libel, and the Attorney- 
General, who conducted the prosecution, stated that the libels 
consisted in anarticle and letter attacking the prosecutor's conduct 
of the Sailors’ Home. The Hon. James Whittall, of the tirm of 
Jardine, Matheson and Co., was called as a witness, and gave 
favourable evidence as to Captain Overbury’s management of the 
Sailors” Home, and the Court, after hearing the examination of 
the A ease adjourned the case. 

We learn that the Chinese Hospital has engaged a vaccinating 
doctor, who will go round the several villages of the colony to 

ive gratuitous vaccination. The next point of his visit will be 
ritish Kowloong. 

The Macao steamer sank at her moorings a few days since, 
owing to a sea-cock being left open by accident. The water being 
very shallow she was easily pumped out and raised again. 

Rumours have reached this colony that a coolie ship bound 
from Amoy to Singapore has foundered at sea, a few lascars of 
the crew only being saved. No details are to hand. 

We hear that the first prize of $15,000 in the February draw- 
ing of the Manila lottery fell to a Chinaman, a rattan chair- 
maker, at Shanghai. 

A public flogging of four Chinese prisoners has taken place at 
the Master’s flogging post, opposite ihe old Harbour-office. 

We note the arrival of Messrs. Apcar and Co.’s new steamer, 
Japan, commanded by Captain de Smidt (formerly of the s.s. 
Hindostan). 

Some ingenious thief has managed to walk off with some four 
feet of water spout piping from the City Hall. 

The Foochow tea market is expected to open with easy prices.

Dependent as we are here upon the outside world for news, 
the scarcity of that commodity in the North makes us dull here. 
Private letters from Peking tell me that the Audience question is 
still in statu guo. A Prepes of this, the China Mail thus explains 
the telegram, which, founded Byer a leading article in its 
columns, appears to have conveyed « 
really meant to people at home :— 

A correspondent of the Shanghai Couricr writes to say that “ the 
anxicty of the foreign representatives as to the future presents an 
almost ludicrous contrast to the recent article of the London Daily 
News, based on the information of its special correspondent in China 
(whoever he may be), that the Audience question had been already for- 
mally conceded.” We do not know who the correspondent of the 
Daily News may be, nor have we much confidence in any statement 
about the question having been “formally” conceded. But as that 
word was omitted in Reuter’s telegram from Hong Kong, and the tele- 

was apparently based upon a paragraph which appeared in this 
journal, we may be permitted, perhaps, to point out to would-be critics 
the difference between what we really did say and what we are supposed 
to have said. Our statement was to the effect that it was generally re- 
ported in official circles that the Audience Question “ was reported" as 
settled. In other words, that the foreign officials at Peking had been 
led to believe that the Chinese had come to a favourable decision as to 
their future action, though no official intimation of that fact had been 
made. This is very different from the “formally conceded” of the 
Daily News, or the “formally settled” of other home journals, We 
are, probably, in possession of the latest private news from Peking, 








a good deal more than was 
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which states that an audience had been applied for by the foreign Minis- 
tera (not on the 24th, as the Courier's correspondent put it), but that 
nothing had been settled ; and that the general feeling amongst foreigners 
was one of uncertainty, inclining to a belief that the Chinese would give 
way. There is nothing in this to contradict the news we formerly pub- 
lished. On the contrary, we now have additional reason to believe that 
the Chinese have determined upon a course of action of which conces- 
sion will be the ultimate feature, if need be, though some attempt will 
probably be made to postpono or evade it. 

The foregoing satisfactorily explains the mistake, and I ma 
now add that my own information confirms the fact pablishad, 
of the Ministers having applied for an audience. I further learn 
that the Chinese have admitted to at least one foreign official their 
willingness to give in if they can only keep up appearances with 
the mob of the capital. 

A story reaches me from the same quarter which has not yet 
found its way into print. It appears that Mr. Man, Private Secre- 
tary of the Inspector-General of Customs, was riding out witha 
servant at the close of the New-year’s festivities, when he fell 
in with one of those numerous cavalcades which herald the ap- 
proach of a Chinese great man. The official whom they escorted 
was no less a personage than the Prince of Tun’s eldest son, who 
is looked upon as heir presumptive to the throne, under the pecu- 
liar system which lets the brother or cousin succeed in place of 
the son. He drew back to avoid them, but to his great surprise 
the Prince separated from the escort, and putting his own pony 
alongside of Mr. Man’s, entered into conversation with him, 
which lasted for some twenty minutes, when very politely bow- 
ing and wishing him adieu, the young prince (who is about 
eighteen years of age), turned up another street. The circum- 
stance, trifling as it is, is looked upon as very important by the 
officials at the capital, and is held to augur a willingness on the 
part of the Imperial family to solve the Audience question in a 
summary and satisfactory manner. 

We have little going on in Hong Kong her bor the items you will 
find in the papers. t note, by the way, that your German cor- 
respondent again contradicts what I said about the “ renounce- 
ment ” of the German Treaty. It seems odd that he will not see 
that my version does not contradict his. That the German 
representative told the Chinese that he preferred to have a new 
text drafted in place of merely patching up the old one I am well 
assured ; and this is all the “ renouncement” amounted to. After 
all the difference is rather verbal than real between an “amended” 
and a “new ” version. 


last overland, that the Dutch Government has no intention of 
blockading the coast or interfering with the trade of the pepper 
ports, but that every facility will be given for its protection. 
Several Dutch war steamers have already passed through the 
Straits on their way to Atchin, and more are expected, as well 
as six steamers of the Netherlands India Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, towing five sailing ships, with a force of upwards of 4,000 
officers and men, now on their way from Batavia. This formidable 
force is intended, it is said, to overawe the Sultan of Atchin, and 
show him the futility of resistance to the demands of the Nether- 
lands Government ; it is said that arene will be taken of 
the presence of the forces to build and establish a fort there, to 
preserve peace and order, and the dignity of the Dutch flag, and 
rumour also credits the Dutch Government with the intention of 
establishing a regular trading post on the coast, with a view to 
attract vessels to come and load their cargoes there. A port on 
the North-east coast of Sumatra, with a convenient harbour, 
would no doubt in time materially affect the pepper trade of Pe- 
nang, but the loss of this would doubtless be more than compen- 
sated by new sources of profit arising out of trade between the 
ports, and the development of a rich and fertile country. 

Considerable uneasiness prevails among the European commu- 
nity, and especially among those interested in the Galena Mining 
Company, as to the fate of Mr. J. J. Skinner, the secretary to 
the company, who went up to Patani more than six months ago, 
with a large quantity of opium and specie intended to start the 
mines. News was received of his safe arrival at Patani, but 
since then not a word has been heard from or of him, nor of Mr. 
Graham Kerr, who preceded Mr. Skinner as general manager of 
the mines. This looks as though there had been foul play, and 
it has been suggested that a British man-of-war should call at 
Patana, and endeavour to ascertain what has befallen them. If 
they have been murdered for the sake of plunder, it is hardly 

robable private inquiries would elicit much information, and it 
is to be hoped the suggestion will be acted upon. 

Notwithstanding all the reports that have been in circulation 
as to who will be our next governor, we learn on reliable autho- 
rity that no successor has yet been appointed. Sir Harry Ord, at 
his own request, has, however, received permission from Lord 
Kimberley to leave this about the end of next month, and until 
the arrival of a new governor, the Government will be adminis- 
tered by Colonel Anson, who is expected to arrive on the 4th of 
May. In the interregnum between the departure of the governor 
and the arrival of Colonel Anson, the Government will be ad- 
ministered by the senior member of the Executive Council. 

The corner stone of the new market at Clyde-terrace will be 
laid, with Masonic honours, on the Ist April. The ceremony, 
judging from the published programme, promises to be a novel 
and imposing one, and will create quite a sensation among the 
natives. Extensive preparations have been made, and seats have 
been erected under cover for the accommodation of ladies, and 
should the weather prove favourable, the attendance will doubt- 
less be very numerous. 

Attention is being drawn to the Lingga Coal Company 
(Limited), promoted by H.H. the Rajah of Sarawak. We hear that 
a sufficient quantity of this coal has arrived at Singapore to give 
its steaming powers a fair trial, and that through the rata of 
Mr..Fuller, the manager of the telegraph companies, the public 
will have an opportunity of seeing it tested on board the s,s.

question of the Stamp Revenue has reached us too late for publi- 
cation. It is an important document, and recommends the sub- 
stitution of adhesive instead of impressed stamps for most com- 
mercial documents, with the exception of promissory notes. If 
not trammelled too strictly by prescribed forms as to the manner 
of cancelling the stamps, the change recommended would be a 
great convenience to the merchants, as well as a saving to the 
Government in the labour and expense of the Stamp Depart- 
ment, 

A correspondence regarding the Penang Wharf, which has been 
laid before the Council, does not speak much for the liberality of 
the Government towards the undertaking. From a common 
sense puint of view, the promoters appear to have had rather the 
best of the controversy, and have met the objections raised by the 
Government with forcible arguments. The avowed object in 
placing this correspondence before the Council is to allow the 
promoters, if so disposed, to come and to ask that body for the 
concession. If the rebuff they have met when they thought 
everything already settled has not discouraged the Penang people 
from investing in the undertaking, we see no reason to doubt 
that the application will be met in a liberal spirit, at least by the 
unofficial members. 

In connection with Penang matters, the Dutch expedition to 
Atchin is just now exciting considerable interest. ‘The Dutch 
Commissioner to the Sultan of Atchin has assured the Governor, 
in reply to the letter of the Singapore merchants published in our

CHEFoo.—Under date March 3 Messrs. Wilson Cornabé & Co. report as 
follows :—Our last Circular advices were dated 5th ult., since when bu- 
siness has been resumed, and a fair amount of activity has been dis- 
played. The settlements in Grey Shirtings, though comparatively 
small, show an advance of from two to three candereens pye piece. 
Holders generally are firm, and the position of the market more cnterful 
than we have seen it for some time. The Shanghai steamers are luoked 
for in a day or two, and if we receive good accounts by them of the 
Shanghai market, we fully expect to see our present quotations, if not 
higher, at all events firmly established. In Woollens there is little or 
nothing doing, the transactions recorded being of a most trifling nature. 
Metals are still neglected, and sales effected have been on a moderate 
scale, at unremunerative prices ; holders are, however, exhibiting more 
firmness, and we hope shortly to see a better demand at advanced rates 
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. Hankow.—The chief feature of the fortnight had been an improve- 

ent in 8} lbs. Shirtings, mainly due to good advices from Shanghai. 
Reports from the country were, however, not encouraging, and so far 
local dealers had been the principal buyers. Cotton Goods: Grey 
Shirtings. Sales of 7 Ibs., 4,000 pieces at a slight advance ; 8} Ibs. dealt 
in to a fair extent, showing an advance of 4 to 5 candareens. Holders 
had shown considerable firmness, in consequence of which business has 
been somewhat curtailed.

White 
Shirtings: The few transactions reported showed a rather better 
market. T-Cloths: Common and medium qualities of 7 lbs. attracted 
more attention at a slight improvement; Tls. 1.60 was the highest price 
at which best Mexicans had been sold, and that only for a limited 
quantity ; 8 lbs. no change. Woollensand Worsted : Sales of all kinds 
insignificant, but tone of the market firm. Figured Orleans: Nothing 
done during the fortnight. Metals: Lead showed continued improve- 
ment, small sales at Tls. 5.25 ; closing quotation Tls. 5.25 to 5.30 per 
picul. Quicksilver, as last advised, Tls. 85.00 per picul. Tin, sales 
have been made up to Ts. 36.0, which is the present quotation. 

SHaNneHal.—A very quiet market for Cotton Goods had ruled, and 
business had been small. In Woollens, Long Ells, Camlets, and Spanish 
Stripes had been in fair request. Grey Shirtings : Sales of 8} Ib. few, 
and of little importance ; prices influenced by the prevailing quietude, 
but not seriously, Tls. 1.96 being the lowest point touched by good or- 
dinary chops. 7-lbs: About 20,000 pieces taken, but prices lower, say 
Tis. 1.72 to 1.73 for fair to good common chops ; inquiry for good 9}-Ibs., 
but market bare of stocks. White Shirtings : Firm at last quotations. 
T-Cloths : Demand slow, and transactions confined to actual wants. 
Drills, Jeans, and Sheetings: No movement; quotations nominal. 
Woollens : Assorted Long Ells of passable to best chops steadily asked 
for at improving rates ; the highest price touched being Tls. 6.15 for 
C.P.H. quality, half Scarlet, and a fair quantity of Dark Blue in the 
Assortment. Long Ells: All Scarlet declined. Camlets: Last quota- 
tions well maintained, and in one or two instances holders had obtained 
an advance ; sales at Tis. 15.85 to 16.37 per piece. Small gales of 
Figured and Plain Lustres and Lastings. A strong inquiry for Spanish 
Stripes had resulted in heavy settlements. Market for all classes of 
Woollens closes firmly. Metals and Coals were without alteration.

Mexicans are neglected; no 
sales ; 7 Ibs. looking up, and considerable sales are reported at an ad- 
vance of 5 to 10 centa ; 8 Ibs, neglected. Grey Drills overdone, and a 
further declino of 10 cents per piece had taken place ; considerable 
sales of English makes at the lower range of prices. Fancy Goods: In 
the absence of any inquiry, White Spots and Brocades had declined 5 
cents. Dyed Brocades also lower, 500 pieces having changed hands at 
$3.45. Dyed Spots not asked for. Dyed Damasks nominally un- 
changed. T.R. Shirtings sold at $2.40 per piece for 24 to 2§ Ibs. 
Gentian Twills are difficult to move. Handkerchiefs not asked for. 
Velvets and Velveteens weak and declining. Woollens and Worsteds : 
Spanish Stripes only in small request, and declined 1 cent per yard.

Lead firmly held, 
but no demand. Quicksilver dull. Rice : The continued heavy receipts 
from Japan, the falling off in demand for Java, and the absence of na- 
tive inquiry have brought about a lower range of prices, and the market 
is now quiet at a general decline of 10 cents per picul. 

Batgata.—The market for Cotton Manufactures continued very dull, 
but tie depression was, if anything, less intense thanat the date of our 
last report. The bazaars had been rather more frequented with buyers 
from up country, and dealers reported a better demand for most articles, 
but generally speaking the requirements of consumers appeared to be 
extremely limited, as, judging from the very trifling inquiry as yet ex- 
perienced by importers, little progress had so far been made with the 
diminution of stocks in second hands, nor was any material improve- 
ment in this respect looked for till after the paddy harvest.

Black Lastings 
wanted, but holders asked more. Long Ells without inquiry. Iron: 
There had been no sales of importance lately, prices nominally unaltered. 
Yellow Metal in fair inquiry, and several transactions reported at about 
former rates. Copper Sheathing : Stocks in few hands, and prices ad- 
vanced, but sales only trifling. Lead: In no demand,-no sales during 
the fortuight. Coals: Consumers, having supplied their more imme- 
diate wants, were holding off, and only one sale had been made ; prices 
rather weaker. 

Pexana.—The market had remained unchanged during the fortnight.

Hankow, Kiukine, FoocHow, AMoy, anD Cantonx.—The Tca season 
at these ports had been brought to a close. 

SHancuat.—Black : A parcel of 312 half-cheste had been quitted at 
Tis. 15}, thus bringing the season to a cluse. Green : Two transactions 
only were reported from this market, comprising a sinall chop of Country 
Tea and one of Pingsuey, together equivalent to 373 half-chests, at 
Tis. 28 and 32, rexpectively, both parcels being taken by English 
buyers. Slight additions had been made to the stock, which contained 
348 half-chesta Country Tea, 901 half-cheste Pingsuey, and 300 half- 
chests local packed.

Yoxouama.—A few buyers had been operating somewhat freely, and 
the market had assumed a decidedly firmer tone ; the best of the Hanks 
on offer had in particular attracted attention, and there had been also 
some parcels of common coarse silks sold at comparatively low rates.

SuancHatl.—Settlements had been of a very trivial character, aggre- 
gating only about 300 bales, which comprised principally Yellow Silk 
and Re-reels for the American market. In the absence of a regular 
demand, and with the small supplies on hand, the quotations were 
merely nominal. Settlements and re-exports for the fortnight : Chinas, 
550 bales. Total settlements since Ist June, 54,250 bales ; against 1872, 
47,900 bales; 1871, 31,800- bales. Comparative unsold Stock on this 
market 12th March, 1873, 600 bales ; 1872, 500 bales ; 1871, 800 bales. 

Cantox.—London telegrams reported small and irregular sales, and 
the news from the United States was of hardly a more favourable 
character. Business during the fortnight had been on a very small 
scale, and the lower prices offering had not proved sufficient inducement 
to cause pu to be made to any extent.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA.—RETIREMENT OF THE DUTCH 
FORCES. 
(REUTER’8 TELEGRAMS.) 

Tae Hacvr, Arrit 20.—The Minister of the Colonies has received 
a telegram from the Governor-General of Java which states that, ac- 
cording to advices from the Government commissary, dated the 17th 
inst., the troops met with a decided repulse on the previous day near 
Craton, and fell back to their bivouacs on the sea shore. The situation 
was such that, in view of the monsoon, the idea was entertained of 
suspending the expedition. 

Penanc, ArriL 20.—All the Dutch troops have retreated to the sea 
beach behind stockades. Their position there is probably untenable. 
The Atchinese forces are large, and the- rainy season has commenced. 
The Dutch losses in killed and wounded are estimated at 500 men ; 
those of the Atchinese are unknown, but are immense. : 

THE Haut, Aprip 21.—The Minister for the Colonies has received a 
telegram from the Governor-General of the Dutch East Indies, an- 
nouncing that a Council of War has been held in front of Atchin, under 
the presidency of the Government Commissary, at which the opinion 
was unanimously expressed that the position was untenable after the 
losses that had been sustained, and especially on account of the violence 
of the mensoon. Consequently, the Governor-General and the Presi- 
dent of the Assembly of the Council, in presence of the military and 
naval commanders, and General Verspyk, resolved to suspend the expe- 
dition until the autumn. ‘This resolution was especially adopted on ac- 
count of the monavon, which might interrupt for whole weeks all com- 
munication between the shore and the ships, and thus stop every means 
of conveying provisions and fresh water to the troops. The blockade of 
the coast will be maintained. 

Pexanc, Aprit 22.—The Dutch Expedition has been recalled to 
Padang. Apprehensions are entertained of an outbreak at other ports 
in Sumatra. 

Tue Hacue, Apri, 22.—In to-day’s sitting of the Second Chamber 
the Minister for the Colonies announced the reception of a telegram 
stating that the losses of the army before Atchin amounted to seven 
officers and 38 men killed, and 25 officers and 383 men wounded. 

THe Hacur, Aprit 23.—The Dutch Government has received no 
intelligence confirming the despatch from Penang that the expedition 
has been recalled to Padang, and that outbreaks were feared in other 
parts of Sumatra. It consequently contradicts the news, and advises 
the country not to permit itself to be disquieted without cause by in- 
telligence the gist of which is not properly understood. Padang being 
a military station of the expedition, it is only natural that the troops 
should be sent thither. Moreover, this movement may be due to the 
desire of the authorities to watch over the possessions of Holland in the 
vicinity of Acheen. This official statement, in conclusion, reassures 
the public, by suggesting that it is probable that ill-founded conjectures 
are nave at Penang respecting the retrograde movement of the Dutch 
troops. 

Tac Waste, Arnin 24.—The statement of the Minister of the Colo- 
nies, laid before the Second Chamber, concerning the causes and motive 
cf the Atchin war has been published. The docuinent is very volumi- 
nous, ail gives histurical details of the Dutch relations with Atchin since 
S82! until the latest events. The Dutch Colonial Government saw

clearly thas the Sultan and his officers were deceiving and acting 
traitovously towards the Dutch, and had demanded aid against then 





from fereiga Powers, notably from France and Italy, the while they 
were nego r:ting with the Dateh forthe settlement of their differences. 
They hada-hed the Dutch to assist them in arranging their internal 
schisuis, and had given assurances of friendship. This treacherous 
condu-t determined the Government to demand explanations from 
hem, end to prevent any foreign intervention, The Government Com- 
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missioner was directed only to declare war against them should the At- 
chinese refuse to give complete explanations of their past attitude, a 
guarantee for the future. According to his instructions, war was only 
to be declared by the Dutch Commissioner in the last extremity. The 
absolute refusal of the Atchinese Government to comply with his de- 
mands determined the Commissioner to declare war, which was accord- 
ingly done on the 30th of March. The report says that the Dutch 
Government has exchanged notes on the subject with the varivus 
Powers who were mixed up in the affair, and has received most friendly 
assurances of approval and support from all of them. 

Penance, APRIL 26.—No effective blockade has as yet been established 
around the Atchin ports. 

THE Haque, Apri 26.—The Dutch Government is taking energetic 
steps to strengthen the military and naval forces, and to complete the 
war muerie! in the East Indies. Among other steps fourteen steamers 
of different tonnage will be sent out, and great quantities of ammuni- 
tion, arma, and artillery will be forwarded to the seat of war.

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PRESENTATION TO AN OLD CHINA FREEMASON, 

On Tuesday last there was an interesting private Masonic ceremony 
at the Moira Lodge, No. 92, held at the London Tavern, consisting of 
the presentation of a testimonal in the form of a Masonic jewel to Mr. 
A. R. Tilby, who has recently arrived from Shanghai, after a term of 
residence extending over twenty-two years. The presentation was made 
by Bro. Cornelius Thorne, and Bros. Rawson, P.P.G.M., and Murray, 
D.G.M., of China, were invited for the occasion, but the latter was un- 
able to attend, owing to illness. In presenting the jewel, Mr. Thorne 
addressed a few remarks to the brethren assembled on the satisfactory 
progress of Freemasony in China, and after alluding to the valuable ser- 
vices which had been rendered by Mr. Tilby, formally made the presen- 
tation in the name of the Tuscan Lodge of China. Mr. Tilby responded 
in a few words, expressive of the gratification he felt at a compliment 
which had been entirely unexpected. Mr. Rawson in returning thanks 
for the grand officers took the opportunity of testifying to the 
great zeal which had at all times been manifested by Mr. Tilby in pro- 
Mulgating tho benefits of Freemasonry in China. 

The following is a description of the jewel, which was procured by 
Mr. Thorne, at the request of the Tuscan Lodge :—A gold plate of shield 
shape mounted with silver angels surmounted with the Tuscan column 
and backed by the square and compasses, the whole crowned by the 
five-pointed star, set with a lustrous diamond. It .is suspended 
by a ribbon clasped with hangers of gold representing bamboos. 
In the centre of the shield is a garter bearing an inscription denoting 
the name of the lodge, within which, on light blue enamel, is delineated 
the Past“iaster’s emblem, underneath which is the Chinese Dragon. Be- 
neath is entwined a spray of acacia and an ear of corn. This is the first 
Masonic jewel of this particular description ever made, it having been 
specially designed by Bro. Walter Spencer, of (treat Quoen-street, whom 
our Shanghai readers will remember as an old rosident. On the reverse 
it bears the following inscription :—‘“ Presented to Bro. A. R. Tilby, 
P.M. ; P.D.G.M. China, by the brethren of the Tuscan Lodge, No. 1,027, 
of which he was the first Worshipful Master, ou his departure from 
Shanghai, January 1873, as a token of their great esteem, and to: mark 
their appreciation of his untiring effurts to promote the interests of the 
Lodge, andfto disseminate the principles of Freemasonry in China.”

THE Japanese Embassy arrived at Copenhagen on the 18th inst., and 
was officially received at the railway station by the civil and military 
functionaries of the capital. The ambassadors soon afterwards pro- 
ceeded to the hotel of the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Baron Rose- 
norn-Lehn, and thence went on a tour of inspection round the city, 
paying especial attention to the Palace of Rosenberg, the museum of 
the Danish kings. On the ensuing day the ambassadors had an au- 
dience of his Majesty ; subsequently paid visits to all the members of 
the Royal Family, and were entertained by the King at a State dinner 
given in their honour. On the 20th the merchants of Copenhagen gave 
a banquet to the Embaasy in the great hall of the Exchange, and the 
aera were entertained by the Foreign Minister to a dinner on 
the 21st. 

Ir will be remembered that two suits were tried in the Court of 
Chancery in February last, in which Mr. Thomas Fairbairn and Capt. 
Sherard Osborne were the plaintiffs in one, and Mr. W. Smith and 
Mr. A. H. Novelli in the other. The defendant was Mr. Lay, C.B., and 
the action was brought for the purpose of clearing up some dealings 
which had taken place in connection with the Japanese and Chinese 
Governments.

F. Sharpe, Ceylon Civil Service, and Mr. Walter J. Sendall (Director of 
Public Instruction, Ceylon), by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and Surrawongse, a nobleman of Siam, by Earl Granville.

ATCHIN. ; 

THE attack made by the Dutch Government upon the 
dominions of the Sultan of Atchin and its ultimate results 
—which will scarcely add to the military prestige of Hol- 
land—have drawn attention to a country of which but 
little is known. Atchin or Acheen—the correct ortho- 
graphy seems to be doubtful—is situated on the north-west 
of the island of Sumatra, and was formerly one of the most 
important among the independent States of the East Indian 
Archipelago, but both its power and its extent appear to have 
been considerably diminished of late years. It 1s said to be 
6,260 square miles in extent, but so little is known of the 
interior that the number of its inhabitants is variously 
estimated by different authorities at 2,000,000 down to 
450,000. The country is very mountainous and is believed 
to be rich in metals. The climate is healthy, any excess 
of warmth being mitigated by sea breezes. Trade and 
shipping flourish, especially along the coast between the 
capital Atchin to Singkel, where the so-called pepper-har- 
bours are situated. On the other side of the Empire the 
coast is nearly unapproachable, owing to enormous breakers. 
The chief occupation of the inhabitants is the cultivation 
of pepper and rice, the annual production of the first- 
named article being from 150,000 to 200,000 piculs. The 
Atchinese are very industrious, and their only vice appears 
to be an immoderate indulgence in the use of opium, which 
is imported chiefly in English vessels, which maintain a 
regular trade between Penang, Singapore, and Atchin. 

It appears that the Empire was first visited by the Portu- 
yucse as early as the year 1506. About acentury later—in 
1595—the Dutch made their appearance, followed, in 1612, 
by an English expedition of four merchant vessels, com- 
manded by Captain JAMES LANCASTER, who was the bearer 
of a letter from Queen ELIZABETH to the then reigning 
Sultan. This was the commencement of a series of petty in- 
trigues between the English and the Dutch to secure a mono- 
poly of the trade which even thus early was beginning to be 
valuable. In 1795, however, England secured possession 
of several places in Sumatra, put an end to the power of 
the Dutch East India Company, and at the same time ob- 
tained great influence in Atchin. Some few years later, in 
1818, a civil war which had prevailed for a long time was 
ended, by Sir STAMFORD RaFFLEs interfering in favour of 
Sultan DJANHAR, who was established in the Government 
by the power of the British, and in return concluded a 
treaty giving the English certain rights of trade to the 
exclusion of other European nations. In 1824 there was 
another alteration in the state of affairs, the British 
possessions in Sumatra being ceded to Holland in ex- 
change for Malacca, and a treaty being concluded be- 
tween Great Britain and Holland, by which the Pro- 
tectorate of Atchin was transferred to the Dutch, but 
with the stipulation that the independence of the At- 
chinese should be maintained. This change did not please 
the Penang and Singapore traders, and they strongly pro- 
tested when the Dutch took possession of Singkel, a small 
tributary State of Atchin. Last year another treaty was 
concluded between England and Holland, by which the 
authority of the Dutch is recognised throughout Sumatra, 
with the exception of Atchin and some inland States. 

The primary cause of the last dispute between the

Government of Java and the Sultan of Atchin is involved 
in obscurity, but it is sufficiently clear that the destructiont=* 
the independence of the country and its annexation to the 
Dutch East Indian Colonies in effect if not in form were 
contemplated. The campaign has been but a brief one. 
In their first attack upon the Atchinese fortresses the Dutch 
forces were repulsed with heavy loss and their commander 
was killed. In fact the expedition has been wholly un- 
successful, and in the announcement that further operations 
have been postponed until the autumn it is easy to read a 
confession of failure. It is impossible to regret the disaster 
which has befallen the Sag flee The Dutch have gone 
to war with an unoffending nation without pretext and 
simply in pursuance of a policy of annexation, and the 
question remains whether their conduct does not constitute 
an infringement of the treaty with the British Government 
which specially stipulates for the preservation of the inde- 
pendance of Atchin. 


THE forty-fifth anniversary of the Geographical Society 
of Berlin was held at ARNIM’s Hotel, Berlin, on Sunday, the 
20th inst. The President, Dr. BasTIAN, having read a 
sketch of the work of the Society in various parts of the 
world, the company, which comprised about two hundred 
ladies and gentlemen, adjourned to dinner. The first 
toast, the EMPEROR and EMPRESS, was proposed by Dr. 
BASTIAN, and was followed by the National Anthem (set to 
the same music as our own). At this momenta telegram of 
congratulations arrived from the Society at Vienna. The 
other toasts, each accompanied by suitable music, in- 
cluded the Founders and old Presidents, by General von 
TROSCHKE ; the Ladies, by Dr. SIEMENS, who made a very 
humorous speech ; the Scientific Travellers, by Herr RaTH 
MEITZEN ; the Visitors, by Professor HARTMANN, and the 
Health of the President. Baron von RICHTOFEN, Baron 
von RaDow!Tz and Herr GAETMER, late German Consul 
in Japan, were present. 


THE Japanese Embassy have arrived at Copenhagen from 
St. Petersburg, via Stettin and Kiel. It was the intention 
of the Ambassador to proceed first to Stockholm, but navi- 
gation was impeded by ice. From Copenhagen it is ex- 
pected that the Embassy will proceed to Vienna. The at- 
taches, GAH and IKEDA, are leaving by the French mail 
from Marseilles, for Japan. The subject of the cession of 
the island of Sanghalien to Russia, was discussed at St. 
Petersburg, but no definite result was arrived at. The 
German books despatched to Japan are described as by 
shiploads. . 


WE observe that Mr. H. F. Hott, the newly appointed 
Professor of Chinese at the London University, fee com- 
menced his class for the study of that language. To young 
men who spe going out to China an opportunity is now 
a a of acquiring some preliminary and essential 

owledge of the language, which, in view of the constantly 
increasing intercourse between natives and foreignera, ig 
daily becoming more necessary. 


In connection with the withdrawal of General VLANGALI, 
Russian Minister at Peking, it is rumoured that M. STRUVE, 
at present Councillor to the Governor-General of Siberia, 
at Irkutsk, will proceed to occupy the post. 


THE appointment of Mr. RUDOLPH JENSEN as Danish 
Consul at Hong Kong has been gazetted.

The re- 
ports from the interior regarding the harvest were more favour- 
able than had been anticipated. It was estimated that from six 
to seven-tenths of a “full”. crop had been gathered, both of 
millet, the staple of food, and beans, the principal export. The 
rospects of trade for the coming season were led as good. 
e revenue had advanced from Tis, 56,231 in the corresponding 
quarter of last year to Tls._ 76,347.

favourably with last year. e demand for piece goods was 
steady, but the prices unremunerative. The import of cotton 
goods increased 57,216 pieces in grey shirtings, 28,659 in white ; 
10,820 in Dutch drills ; 10,099 in sheetings ; 10,407 in chintzes ; 
and 7,870 in Turkey reds and cambrics. In T-cloths only was 
there a dragging market, the commoner kind of shirtings having 
taken their place. American drills seem to have gone entirely 
out of use, only one piece having been impo during the 
quarter, against 24,792 pieces in the corresponding period of 
last year. Woollens show an increase in every article. The 
import of Lustres and Orleans notably increased from 7,300 to 
13,868 pieces. There was an increase in the import of opium, 
owing to a falling off in the supply of the native drug, and the 
publication of the edict prohibiting the cultivation of the poppy. 

The mildness of the weather was unprecedented. The Peiho 
continued navigable up to the end of the year, and there seemed 
every Dp! of its remaining open during the rest of the 
winter. e revenue for the quarter showed Tls. 109,237, 
against Tls. 130,592 for the corresponding period of the previous 
year, and Ts, 126,600 in 1870.

Four vessels have been ordered 
home—the Adventure, 2 guns, 400-horse power, iron screw-troopship, 
Commander the Hon. Albert D. S. Denison (ordered to be recom- 
missioned, and brought home by the crew of the Zebra) ; Barrosa, 17, 
400, screw-corvette, Captain Lewis J. Moore ; Juno, 6, 400, screw-corvette, 
Captain John H. E. Baird; and the Sylvia, 5, 150, screw surveyi 
vessel, Commander Henry C. St. John. These four vessels, as wil be 
seen, carry 40 guns, and their engines are of 1,350-horse power. But 
to replace these, three vessels—the Thalia, the Thetis, and the Frolic, 
carrying 23 guns, with engines of 850-horse power—have been sent out.

is an erudite and exhaustive paper by the Rev. Canon McClatchie. 
“The Colony of Hong Kong” is an agreeable memorial of a long 
residence there by the Rev. James Legge. Dr. Kerr con- 
tributes an interesting paper on “Chinese Medicine,” and 
the Rev. Mr. Edkins one on “Chinese Philology.” Be- 
sides these articles there is a spirited rendering of a Chinese 
poem by the Rev. John Chalmers, and the part is com- 
plemented by a number of amusing “ Notes and Queries on 
Eastern Matters,” amoung which a Chinese comic song, translated 
by Mr. Gardner, deserves notice, if only as tending tu prove that 
the dulness of our own music-halls is becoming cosmopolitan. 
We can seldom find room for extracts, bit the following Nese - 
tion of a Mongolian praying-machine is too good to part with. 
It is “a red copper cylinder about five inches long, and three 
inches in diameter. The bottom and top are both removable. 
In the centre of the bottom is a hole through which a copper 
pe passes and fits into a socket in the centre of the inner sur- 
ace of the lid. Holding this pin in the left hand, and giving 
the machine a revolving motion with the right, it can be kept 
spinning rapidly round, as an acrobat uses in supporting ora 
saucers, &c., on the top of a wand. The outer surface of the 
cylinder is divided by chased scroll-work into five panels, on 
each of which is a Sanscrit character standing out in bas-relief, 
the whole forming the Buddhist ejaculatory prayer, O mi pat mi 
hom! Of course the idea is that the more frequent the revolu- 
tions of the machine, the greater the merit of the rerolutionist.” 


The Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society opens with an in- 
teresting Essay on the narrative of the journey of an old Chinese 
traveller from Patna to Ballabhi, by Dr. Ferguson. Colonel H. 
Yule contributes a couple of short but interesting papers. Dr. 
H. Keen gives a encilariod of a system of astrology from the 
Sanskrit, and Mr. Edward Thomas has a paper on the “ Initial 
Coinage of Bengal.” The “Legend of Dipankara Buddha,” a 
translation, which will be probably more generally attractive 
than any other of the contents of the number, very appropriately 
closes it. The new series of this excellent Review is got up with 
the care which Messrs. Trubner and Co. bestow on all their 
publications, 


Twelve True Tales of the Law. By Copid Fandi, 8. C. L. Bar- 
rister-at-Law. London : Effingham Wilson, Royal Exchange. 
—This is a very small book, but it is so entertaining that we wish 
it had been expanded into a Decameron, for which, if the rumour 
which assigns its authorship to one of the most eminent of the 
“gentlemen of the long robe” be true, we have no doubt that 
ample and varied materials might have been supplied from his 
professional experience. As it is, Mr. “Copid Fandi” — who 
might be termed “ Plus Reticens °—has written a dozen divert- 
ing, and even exciting anecdotes, which bear the stamp of actual 
occurrence, leah y rather for his own amusement than to 
court the popular applause. Through the midst of these twelve 
tales runs a vein of sly humour, which irresistibly sugyests the 
shrewd perception which all lawyers have of the time-honoured 
character of Serjeant Eitherside — but some important legal 
points, disposed of -in the course of the narratives, convey 
information which may be useful. A very brief notice 
of the titles of the most entertaining tales in this little 
volume—which is so small that it would be unfair to make 
extracts from it—will show our readers the kind of reading they 
have to expect when they add it to the list of their circulating 
library. Among these is a strange story of Baron Alderson’s 
concerning a case of mistaken identity. There is a singular account 
of the way in which poctical—as well as legal—justice was 
dealt out to a certain Widow Sheepshanks’s second husband. 
There is a strange account of the dilemma in which the governor 
of a settlement on the coast of Africa was placed in consequence 
of the refusal of all the inhabitants, native and foreign, to become 
the executioner of a convict. There is a comical tale of a Cornish 
captain, who insisted on employing three solicitors at once with- 
out informing them of their unconscious coadjutorship, and came 
to grief in consequence. And there is a humorous description of 
the way in which the late Mr. Serjeant “Chalks” worked his 
“thick subterranean stratum of humour” in an elaborate County 
Court judgment. These are the stories which have left the most 
vivid impression on our memory; but none of the others are 
dull ; and the perusal of Mr. Copid Fandi’s little volume will be 
certain to while away ina very agrecable manner the hour or two 
that it occupies. 





THE ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

The annual general mecting of the shareholders of this bank was 
held on the 24th inst.,at the office of the corporation, Threadnecdle-street ; 
Mr. James Blyth in the chair. The notice calling the meeting was read 
by Mr. C.J. F. Stuart, the chief manager. The report, which was taken 
as read, stated that in the general statement of affairs and balance- 
sheet for the year 1872, submitted tothe proprietors, it was shown that 
the net profit of the corporation for that period (including £5,428 8s. 10d. 
brought forward) amounted to £187,500 15s, 2d. after deducting current 
expenses, providing for all bad and doubtful debts, and appropriating 
£6,000 to the reserve fund, which would then, with the insurance fund, 
stand atan aggregate suin of half a million sterling, The dividend of 


6 per cent. paid in November last, for the half-ycar ended June 30, had ‘ 


absorbed £90,000 of the profits, leaving £97,590 15s. 2d. new to be dealt 
with, out of which it wags proposed to pay a like dividend of £90,000 
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for the subsequent half-year, making a distribution of 12 per cent. for 
the year. The dividend would be paid, as usual, free of income-tax on 
May 1, and when this had been provided for there would remain 
£7,590 15s. 2d. to be carried to the credit of next year’s account. 

The Chairman said he had the pleasure to declare a dividend of £1 10s. 
per share, in addition to £1 10s. per share already paid, to be paid on 
the lst May, clear of income-tax. In moving the adoption of the 
report, he said the directors had very great satisfaction in coming 
before the proprietors, and, for the fourteenth time, recommending a 
dividend of 6 per cent. fur the half-year, making a dividend of 12 per 
cent. per annum. That dividend had now been continued for the 
long period of seven years without interruption. No doubt many of 
the gentlemen in the rovm were aware that the business with India 
and China had not been of a very satisfactory character for some time 
past. It would be remembered that they had a special meeting of 
the shareholders on the 31st of January, when the proprietors 
authorised the directors to apply to Parliament for an Act to 
extend the powers of the corporation ; a Bill was now before Parliament, 
and had been read a second time in the House of Lords, and the 
board had every reason to believe that it would pass both Houses very 
shortly. At the last general meeting he stated that they had made a 
serious loss by the failure of Gledstanes and Co. ; that had all been pro- 
vided for, as well as every bad and doubtful debt which the bank had 
The directors, having looked into the affairs of the 
corporation with great care, considered that the state of the corporation 
was never more satisfactory than at present. (Cheers.) The accounts 
were made up to the 31st of December last ; but, thanks to telegraphic 
communication, the directors had received about three months’ later 
news from all the branches, aud they were all going on in the most 
satisfactory manner. The corporation still enjoyed the high position 
which it had so long maintained. With these observations he moved the 
accounts be received and adopted. 

Dr. Thom said the chairman had alluded in very gentle terms to the 
case of Gledstanes and Co., and, perhaps, after such a lung lapse of 
time, it was not wonderful that such should be the case, although the 
thing was very differently alluded to at the mectings of the bank shortly 
after the collapse. He believed the liquidation of Gledstanes’ estate 
was voluntary, and not under the supervision of the Court of Chancery ; 
and therefore, perhaps, it waa not so sntisfactory in the absence of spe- 
cific information as if it was under the control of the Court, and he 
would, therefore, like to ask whether the directors were perfectly satis- 
fied that the liquidation was being conducted in a ratisfactory manner. 
He would also like to ask another question, which might be more serious. 
He did not know whether there were any gentlemen in the room 
who were shareholders in the Chartered Mercantile Bank, but if there 
were they must be quite aware of the fact that in that bank they had 
lost £90,000, subject, perhaps, to some little deduction from recoveries, 
It was creditable to that bank that in the general business all that bad 
been met, as well as the loss from Gledstanes’, besides paying a divi- 
dend of 6 per cent. That loss arose from a cnminal swindler at Singa- 
pore, who removed opium upon which advances had been made. He 
would therefore like to ask whether the directors of this bank had given 
any consideration to this subject, and whether they had given special 
orders to the agents abroad to beware of this class of businesa. 

The Chairman replied with respect to the first question—namely, 
that of the liquidation of Gledstanes and Company—the bank was 
only interested as partly representing the creditors, but as far as the 
directors could see, no improper action had been taken by the liquidator. 
He believed that no other course would produce a larger amount from 
the estate. Mr. Stuart (the chief manager) said, with respect to the 
possession of opium at Singapore, it was difficult to say whether a 
manager might or might not put himself out of possession of property 
which he had. In the case referred to the directors were advised by 
counsel that the manager had not doneso. In no case did the bank run 
any risk of losing its property. The Chairman said a circular had been 
sent to the agents calling their attention to what had occurred in con- 
nection with the Chartered Mercantile Bank, and requesting them to 
be on their guard. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then put, and carried 
nem.con. <A vote of thanks was then passed to Mr. Mackean, the audi- 
tor, and also to Mr. Hughes, who has been obliged to resign his office 
of auditor in consequence of ill-health. The retiring directors— Messrs. 
Mackenzie, Kay, and Walkinshaw—were then re-elected ; the auditor, 
Mr. Mackean, was reappointed, and Mr. Robert Strong was appointed 
an auditor in the place of Mr. Hughes, retired ; and a vote of thanks 
to the chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

At a meeting of the British-Indian Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany on the 22nd inst., a dividend of 4 and a bonus of 1 per 
cent., making 11 per cent. for the year, were declared, leaving 
£106 to be carried forward. Ata meeting of the China Sub- 
marine Telegraph Company (Limited), on the same day, a divi- 
dend of 4 and a bonus of 1 per cent. were announced, making 44 
vr cent. for the six months.

Telegraph Company, £15 in the new company; and for each 
share in the China Submarine Telegraph Company, £11 in the 
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new company. These relative proportions are based upon a com- 

,Qutation of the present relative value, and an estimate of the 
canes of the several companies. It having been discovered 
that the title of the new company is almost identical with that 
of a company registered some years ago, the directors have it in 
contemplation to call it the Eastern Extension, Australia, and 
China Telegraph Company. 


The ordinary general meeting of the proprietors of the Na- 
tional Bank of India (Limited) was held. on the 22nd inst. The 
report, which was adopted, showed that the half-year’s earnings, 
including £1,635 brought from last account, amounted to 
£24,576, and allowing £14,000 to provide for bad and doubtful 
debts, there was a balance of £10,576, from which a dividend 
was declared for the half-year at the rate of 4 per cent. per an- 
num, and £1,283 carried forward. The net earnings for the 
twelvemonths amounted to £64,952, or equal to 14 per cent. on 
the paid-up capital of the bank.

OUR TRADE WITH WESTERN CHINA. 

On the 25th inst., at a special meeting of the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. T. T. Cooper, the well-known traveller, read a paper on 
the subject of “The Trade and Population of Western China, and the 
extension of that trade by means at present available.” He said that 
many routes had been advocated for tapping the trade of Western 
China and taking it westwards; but, while the subject had at- 
tracted considerable attention, the want of reliable information 
as to the actual state of the trade and population of the 
country had, so far, proved a serious drawback in the way 
of any practicable effort to open up commercial intercourse 
with that part of China. It was not his intention to advocate any line 
of route, nor any scheme for the extension of trade with Western 
China ; but as an explorer who had visited that country, and made its 
trade and population the subject of careful observation, he felt’ bound 
to say that the extension of British commerce was the surest: means for 
the propagation of civilisation. After describing the magnificent natural 
water way of the river Yang-tse, he gave a brief description of the 
trade and population of Szchuen and Yunnan, and a picture of 
the country, comprising nearly half the area of the province Szchuen. 
He said the people inhabiting its valleys were few, and formed into 
tribes, and were more or less dependent on their predatory habits for 
a scanty subsistence. He believed that within fifty years the foreign 
merchants at Rangoon would carry on a lucrative trade with Yunnan, 
whose industrious population would learn to appreciate the skill and 
manufactures. of England. He thought that the whole anti-foreign 
party of the Chinese empire would oppose itself to the country being 
opened to foreigners on that side, but he did not think that this would 
prevent trade increasing in vitality through the medium of native mer- 
chants who travel to and fro between Yunnanand Bhamo, in Burmah. The 
only part of Western China at present worth trading with was the division 
of Szchuen, to the east of the river Min ; and so far from our not having 


tapped the trade of that country, the trade at present existing between 
Hankow and Chung-Ching was proof to the contrary. The principal 
products consisted of white wax, tobacco, raw silk, and medicines. The 
whole of this produce was shipped from Chung-Ching by merchants, who 
held the trade as a monopoly, and the payments were principally made 
in foreign manufactures purchased in Hankow, where Szchuen produce 
found a native market, returning specie, which enables the Chung-Ching 
merchants to purchase English goods for the Szchuen market. As illus- 
trating the distinctive influence of the local taxation of China on our com- 
mercial intercourse with the central and western parts of the country, 
Mr. Cooper said that the legal and illegal taxes on exports and imports 
between Hankow and Chung-Ching amounted to something like 30 per 
cent., and that, with the enormous profits exacted by the monopolising 
merchants, rendered the sale of English goods nearly impossible at a 
distance of one hundred miles from Chung-Ching. With the excep- 
tion of the import duty levied on English manufactures at 
Shanghai, he looked upon all other duties as against the spirit of our 
treaty with China, and sadly prohibitive of an extension of our trade, 
while their removal would allow a large margin for an increase of con- 
sumption, As to the means at present available for removing the great 
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obstacle to an immediate expansion of the trade of that country he sug- 
gested that the ports on the Upper Yang-tse, as far as Chung-Chi 
should be opened, and consuls placed there to protect the trade from 
illegal taxation. A resolution favouring the views of Mr. Cooper was 
carried unanimously by the mecting. 


On the motion of Mr. Baines, one of the members for Leeds, a copy 
has been directed by the House of Commons to be produced of the 
memorial of the Association of the Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom to Mr. Gladstone, dated the 17th of February, 1873 ; 
and also of the Appendix and Maps attached to the same. This docu- 
ment will -be in continuation of the Parliamentary Papers headed 
“Rangoon and Western China,” which were published in 1867 and 
1868, and will throw considerable light on the views, policy, and action 
of the British Government in reference to the proposed trade route be- 
tween Burmah and the Chinese frontier, so far ag can be shown by 
their correspondence up to the present time. 


THE ADULTERATION OF CHINA SILK. 
The following is a copy of a memorial which has been for- 
warded to the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce by the Silk As- 
sociation of America. The memorial was drawn up by a speciay 


committee of the Association, com of the following gentle- 
men :—Mr. B. Richardson, Mr. F. W. Cheneye, for Measrs 


Cheneye Brothers, Hartford; Mr. John A. Stearns ; Mr. Seth 
Low, for Messrs. A. A. Low and Brothers; and Mr. Francis 
Dimoch, for the Nonotuck Silk Company of Florence :— 


The Silk Association of America has before it a copy of a report, 
dated Feb. 6, 1872, and addressed to your Chamber by the Lyons Asso- 
ciation of silk merchants. The report complains of the carelessness of 
Chinese merchants in sorting and packing silk, of bad reeling, of neg- 
lect of the filature, of alteration of classification by inspecters, and of 
other irregularities. The Silk Association of America endorses the 
complaints made in the Lyons report, and takes this opportunity to 
make further complaint of the way in which re-reeled silks are prepared 
and sent to the American market. 


1st.—These re-recled silks are grossly adulterated in the process of 
re-reeling, some to the extent of fifteen per cent. ; the adulteration is 
not only a fraud to the extent to which it is practised, but the matter 
used in the adulteration is often injurious to the silk, impairing its 
strength, and rendering it less fit for certain purposes when glyed. 


2nd.—These re-recled silks are mixed in re-reeling and in _— 
the same books, and even the same hanks containing silk widely differ- 
ing in size and quality. 

The evils complained of are very detrimental to the trade here, and 
the assistance of your body is entreated in providing remedies there- 
fore. We beg to suggest that all re-reeled silk should bear the names of 
the reeler and merchant, and that when frand is perpetrated there 
should be a remedy provided in the shape of a reclamation on the 
wrong doer for the wrong dune. We beg further to suggest that a 
standard of purity should be adopted for re-reeled silk equal to that 
for usual reeled silk. Usual reeled Shanghai silks when boiled off dis- 
charge 224 to 25 per cent. of gum—suppose that 25 per cent. be adopted 
as the standard for re-reeled silk, with a rule that purchasers shall be en- 
titled to claim the equivalent of any excess over 25 per cont., which 
re-reeled silk may discharge in being “boiled off’’—and with the fur- 
ther understanding that claims on this basis shall be deemed binding 
on the seller when attested by dyers and silk dealers of acknowledged 
reputation for integrity. Considering the advantages of a “boiling off” 
test, would it now be feasible to establish such a process under the offi- 
cial sanction of Shanghai silk dealers, thus locating a remedy nearest 
the evil? 


The Silk Association of America most earnestly asks the favour of your 
careful consideration of the matters herein set forth, for we feel that 
we cannot too strongly urge the necessity of immediate action towards 
radical reform, as the evils of which we complain have assumed such 
proportions that it has become a question of serious consideration with 
American manufacturers whether they shall not discontinue the use 
of | Shanghai re-reeled silks, more particularly the Tsatlee and 
Taysaams.
